tance run is expected to start. 


Ever since the first of the B. A A. 
M arathons the event has grow n stead ­ 
ily in im portance until now it is rec­ 
ognized as the prem ier contest of its 
kind in America. W hen the Olympic 
team representing the United States 
went over to Athens in 1896, A m eri­ 
cans knew little o r nothing concern­ 
ing distance running and w ere beat­ 
en decisively. The Boston A thletic As­ 
sociation noticed that there
